This leaves an opportunity 
for a reduction of at least one-half, 
and the public should not be satisfied 
with less. Asa contemporary justly 
says, sewing machines, instead of de 

pending on the pertinacity of agents, 
often running into an encroachment 
on private rights. should become one 
of the regular articles of trade, anil if 
sold with a fair living profit only 
their sale would be largely increased 
and they would find their way into 
thousands of families from which 
their cost has hitherto shut them out. 
While the prico bas been greatly

Wo do not know tho author of the 
following, but ho preaches one of tho 
best practical business sermons to young 
men that wo have read this many a day : 

“I wish I had capital ;” so we heard 
a great, strapping young man exclaim 
the other day in our office. We did 
want to give bim a piece of our mind so 
bad, and we'll just write to him. You 
want capital, do you? And suppose 
you bad what you call capital, what 
would you do with ıt?

they aro more than money, and no one 
can take them from you. Don't you 
know how to uso them ? If you don't it 
is time you were learning. Take hold 
of tho firat plow, or hoe, or jackplane or 
brond-nxe that you can find, aud go to 
your work. Your capital will soon 
yield you a largo interest. Ab but 
there's the rub. You don't want to 
work; vou want money on credit that 
ou may play the re and specu 
ate, and end by playing tha vagabond. 
Or you want a plantation and negroes, 
that you eer hire an overseer to attend 
to them, whilo you ran over the country 
and dissipate ; or you want to ae 
some rich rial who may be foolish 
enough to marry you for your good 
looks, that she may support you. 

Shame upon you, young mau! Go 
to work with tho capital you have, and 
you'll soon make interest enough upon it 
and with it to give you as much money 
as you want, and make you fool like a 
mau.

The Last Siege of Gibraltar. 


The most memorablo, in some respecta 
of all the fourteen sieges to which Gib- 
raltar has been subjected was the last, 
called the “great siege;” one of the 
mighty struggles of history, which be- 
an in the year 1779. The famous 
General Elliott was commander of the 
fortress, Spain, in alliance with France 
and Morocco, endeavored to surprise 
Gibraltar; but a Swedish ship gave El- 
liott the alarm. The garrison comprised 
but five companies of artillery, and the 
whole force was less than five thousand 
five hundred men. The enemy's force 
was fourteen thousand. The siege be- 
gan the blockading of the port, and a 
camp was formed at San Roque with the 
design of starving out the garrison. 
When the English Governor resolved to 
open fire upon his besigers, a lady in 
the garrison fired the first shot. Never 
did a sicge war rage more furiously 
thnn did this for nearly three years. The 
garrison was often reduced to sore 
strajts for food; ‘ta goose was worth a 
guinea,” and Elliott tried upon himeclf 
the experiment of living upon four 
ounces of rice a day for a week. Ex- 
citing stories are told of the privatcers 
that ran in, amidst terrible dangers, 
with provisions, and of the storms which 
threw welcome wood and cork within 
reach of the besieged. The rock at one 
time would surely bave been taken had 
it not been for Admiral Rodnev, who, 
sailing off the strait, captured a small 
fleet of Spanish war ships and merchant- 
men, and clearing the strait of besiegers, 
brought his prizes into port. But all 
danger was not yet averted ; Gibraltar 
was again blockaded ; scurvy broke out 
in the garaison, and Morocco refused 
her harbors to English ships. The enc- 
my crept closer to the fprtress, but ro- 
lief coming every now d then enabled 
the English still to hold out. The 
bombardments were fearful to endure 
“The city was almost destroyed; scarcely 
a house habitable, and those left stand- 
ing pierced by shot and shell” At one 
time the desperate garrison fell to plun 
dering the town; Elliott shot the leaders 
in this outrage. The agony, full of 
terrific combats and frightful privations, 
ended by the final abandonment of the 
siege early in 1783. If in that year the 
English had to make up their minds 
that they must let go their American 
colonies, they had at least the consola- 
that Gibraltar was still theirs.—George 
M. Towle, in Harpers Magazine for 
June.
